Jo my etter of the 8ininst. I did ray- 
eelf the honor to communicate the re 
sult.of ‘an’ action between the troop: 

‘under my-command and the confeders- 

> tion of Indians under the control st the 

Shawanoe Propliet.. I Imd previously 
doformed you in a letter of the 2d inst. 
of my procecdings previously to my av- 
tival at the Vertiliion’ River, where | 
had erected a block house for the pro- 
tection of the bouts which I was obligec 
to leave, and as a depository for cur hen- 
vy baggage and guch part of our provi- 
sions as we were unable to transport i! 
wageons. On the morning of the 3: 
inst. I commenced my march from the 
Bock house. The Wabash chord this 
turning considerably to the eastward — 
T was obligcd in order to avoid the bro 
Xon and woely country which borders 
upon if to change my course to thr 

westward of north to gain the prairie 
which lle to the back cf those woods. 
Atithe cndof one day’s march, I wa: 
enabled to take the proper directior 
(N. E.) which brought me on the even- 
ing of the 5th toasmall creek at abeu 


elsven miles from the Prophets Town ; 


T had on the preceding: day avoided th: 
dangerous pess of Pine creck by inch. 
ning a few miles to the left where the 
treeps and waggons were crossed with 
expedition & safety. Our route onthe 
Gth for aboutsix miles loy through prair- 
ics separated by smail points of woods. 

My order of march. hitherto had been 
aimiler to that used by General Wayne; 
thotis, the infantry wercin two columns 
of files on either side of ‘the rosd and 
the’ mounted riflemen and cavalry ir 
front, and in the’rear and on the flanks. 
Where the ground wes unfaverable for 
the action of cavalry they were placed 
inthe rear, but where it was othot wise 
they were made to exchange positions 
with one of the mounted rifle corps. 
Understanding that the lest four miley 
were opten weo¢s 2nd the probability 
being greater that we shoyid be attack- 
ed in irene than-oa cither flank, i halted 
at the distance from the town and form- 
ed the army in order of battle, ‘The 
United: States infantry placed in the 
 ecntre, two companies of militia infan. 
.try and ono of mounted rills meno: 
each Rank formed the frontline. Ir the 
year of this line was placed the baggage 
) drawn up as compactly as possible, and 
immediately behind ita reserve of three 
companies ofmilitia infantry, ‘Ihe es.

tance of three hurdred-yfirds in the rea 
of the front” line, and. coropany u’ 
mounted rifomen the. advanced guard 
at that distance: in front. To ‘facilitate 
the raarchi the whole were then broken 
cin. skort columns of companies, a si 
tuaticn the most. favorable. for forming 
in order of partle with facility ond proci- 
sion Our march was slow and‘cantious 
and much ‘delayed by the examination.

some to inform me that he had pene- 
rated to the Indian fields, that the 
ground was entirely open and favorable 
d-that the Indians in front hod manifest- 
qf nothing but hostility and had answer- 
td every attempt to bring them toa par: 
fey with contempt and insolence, J 
was immedisiely advised by ull the officers 
ound me to move forward. A similar 
wish i:ceed perveded all the army -it wa 
lrawn up ia excellent order, and eyv.ry 
man appeared cager to decide the 
untest immediately. Being informea 
hata peed encampment might be hac 
upon the Wabash, L yielded to what up 
peared the general wish, and directed 
he troops toadvance, taking care how- 
ever to placc the imerpreters in front 
with divectons to invie a confer 
unce sith any Indians they might meet 
with. We had not advanced above feut 
hundred yards, when I was informed 
‘het three Indians had approached the 
‘vanced guard and had expressed 
wish to spekto me. I found upo. 
their arrive: that one of therm wes a man 
a great estimation with the Prophet 
ite jaformed me that the chiefs were 
noch surprised at my advancing upo 
chem so rapidiy—that they were pive: 
‘oO uocersiand by tbe Dalawares and Mi 
amies whom È had sent to them a few 
days before, tha: I would not advance t 
"heir town, until [Thad received an sii 
iwerto my demands made thro’ them 
That this answer had been dispatched 
ry the Potawataniic chief Winemacywh 
ned accompanied ihe Miamis and Dela- 
wares on their return; teat they hie 
ieftthe Prephe’s Pows two deys bef sre 
with a design to meet me, but had un 
forunately tern the road on the seut 
side ofthe Wabash, | snswered thet] 
nad no intention of attacking thom un 
JEI discovered that tbey would no 
coniply withthe demands waich I had 
mado— hat I woutd goon and encamp 
at the Wabash, sud in the morning: 
vould have an inierview with the Pro 
phet aud bis chiets, and exptain to them 
the determinatioa of the Presideni— 
‘Met in the meen time no hostilities 
rsould be committed. He seemec 
much pleased wach ihis, and promised 
hatitshouid be observed oa tueir par. 
I then resumed my march, we struck 
thecultinated grounds abcu: five hun- 
tred yaldo below the town, but as these 
xtended to the bank of the Weba:l 
mers was no possibility of genjug ap 
ncampment which was previded witn 
boih wood & water. My guardsand inter- 
eteters bem; suil wiih the advanced 
guard, and taking the direction of the 
own, tre army fullowed and had: ad- 
vanced wi hin about 150 yards, when 50 
ir 60 Indians sallied cus und with lon!’ 
‘xciamations, called to the cavalry ona 
o the milida infontry, which were on 
ous righi flank to halt, 
udvancedsto the front, cused the army 
o halt, and directed an iuterpreter to 
request some wf the chiefs to come to 
wie. In a few momrcats the man who 
had been will: me before made his ep- 
pewrance. F informed him that my ob 
ject for the -preeent was to procure 2 
guod piece of ground io encamp on, 
vaere we could get wood ond water— 
he informed me that there was a creck 
to the north west which 
‘vould sult our purpose. LT immediately 
dispatched two officers to examine it, 
and they reported that the situation was 
excellent, Athen took leave of the chie! 
and a mutudl promise wes again made 
fora suspension of hostililies until we 
could beve an interview.on the foiow- 
I found the ground destined 
for the encampment not altogether suct 
as I could Wish it— i: wes indsecd admi 
rubly calculated for the encampment ui 
regular troops thut ‘were oppozed to re 
gulars, but it efforded great Jucility te 
the approuch of savages, It wasn piece 
of dry oak Jand, rising about fen feet u 
bove the level of a marshy prairic iv 
front (towards the Indian Town) and 
nearly twice that height above a simila:

to this bunk rana small stream clothed 
with willows and other bruth wood. To- 
wards the left flank this bench of high 
wind widened considerably, but became

Two troops of dragoons, amounting 
to in the agregate about sixty men, 
were encamped in the rear of the left 
flavk, and captain ‘Parke’s troop, which 
was larger than the other two, in the 
reat of the front line. “Our, order of 
encampment varied/little from that a- 
bove decribed, excepting when some 
peculiarity of the-ground made it ne- 
cessary. For a night attack the order 
ofencampment was the order ef battle, 
and each man slept immediately oppo- 
site to his post in the line. In the for- 
mation of my troops I used a single 
rank, or whatis called Iadian file—be- 
enuse in Indian warfare, where there is 
no shock to resist, Ove rank is nearly 
as good as two, and in that kind of war- 
fare the extension of line is a matter of 
the first importance. Raw troops alse 
mancivre with much more facility in 
single ihan in double ranks. [twas my 
constant custom to assemble ell the 
field officers at my tent every evening 
by signal te give them the watch-word 
and their insiructiona for the oight— 
those given for the night of the Gih, 
were, that each co. Ps which formed a 
partofthe exterior line’ of the cncamp- 
ment, shoul:! hold its own. ground until 
rehewed. The d dgocns. were direct- 
ed to parade dismounted incase of a 
night atack, with their pistels.iu tiir 
helts, and to act as a corps de reserve. 
The camp was defended by two cap- 
tains guaris, constuting each of four 
ron-rommissiousd off ers and 42 pri- 
veterm-and two subaucrns puards of 
twenty non-commissioned officers and 
privates. “khe whole noder the com- 
mendofa fld Reer ofthe daye Th 
troops were regularly cail dup ar kow 
hefore day, and made to continue en- 
der arms untilit was quits light. Ou 
the morning of the 7.0, E bad risen at 
a quarter alter four o’ciock, and wh 
signal for calling out the men would 
have heen given in two minutes, when 
she attack commenced. I: began cn 
our left fuik—buta sings: gun was fir- 
ed by the centinels or by the gosrds in, 
that direction, v hich made not the leas: 
resistance, but abandoned their cflicer 
and fled iato camp, ard the first notice 
which the troops of that flank had of 
the danger, was from the yells of the 
savages within a short distance’ of the 
line—but even under those circumstana- 
ces, the men were nat wanting to them 
selves or to the occasion. . Such of 
them as were awake, or were easily a- 
wakened, seized their arms and tock 
their stations; oihers which were more 
tardy, had tu contend with th: enemy 
inthe doors of their tents, The storm 
first fell upon capi. Barion’s company 
ofthe dih U.S. regiment, and captain 
Geigers compi.ny of mounted rifl men, 
which formed the leti angle of the reat 
lines The fire upon these was exces- 
sively severe, and they sufiered consi- 
derably befara tae could be brought 
to them. Some few Iidians passed inio 
the encampment ncor the angle, aud 
one or two peactrated to scins distance 
before they were killed. T believe all 
the other companies were under arm: 
and tolerably forcied befure they were 
fredon, ‘Phe morning was dark and 
itloudy—our fires forded a partial 
light, which, if it gave us some oppor- 
, tunity ci king Our positions, was still 


| more advaatng.ous to the enemy, af 
| tording them the means of taking a su 
rer alm—thcy were therefore extin- 
uished as soon as possible, Under al 


these Giscouraging circumstances, the | 


troops (nineteen twentieths of whom 
had never becn in action before) be. 
haved in a macner that can never be 
too much applauded. They teok their 
places without noise and with less con- 
fusion than could have been expected 
from veterans placed ina similac situa- 
tion Ag soon as I ccukt mount my 
horse, I rode to the angle that was at- 
tacked ; E found that Barton’s company 
had suficred severely, and the left of 
Geigers entirely broken. I immedi- 
ately ordered Cook’s company and the 
late captain. Wentworth’s, under lieut. 
Peters, to be brought up from the cen- 
tre of the rear line, where.the ground 
was much more defensible, and. formed 
across the ungle in support of Barton’s 
and Gciger’s. My attention was then 
engaged by à heavy firing upon the left 
of the. front line, where were stationed 
stationed the small company of U. $. 
riflemen (then bowtverarmed with 
muskets) and the:companies of Baen, 
Sucliing and Prescott, of the'tth: regi- 
ment. I found major Daveiss ‘forming 
the dragoons in the rear of those com- 
panies, and undesstanding tliat the hea:

Major Wells, 
who command-d on the Icft fark, not 
knowing my intentions precisely, had 
taken the command of these companies. 
and charged the enemy before I had 
formid the body of dragoons with 
whick I meant to support the infantry; 
a small detachment of these-were how- 
ever ready and proved amply suficient 
for the purpose. The Todians were 
‘riven by the infantry at the point of 
the bayonet, and the draguous pursued 
ind forced them into a marsh,w Dere th y 
vuld not be followed. Captain Cook 
and Lt. Larebee, had, agreeabiy to my 
order, marched their compunies to the 
right Rank, had formed them under the 
fie of the enemy, and being then join- 
ed by the fifl.men of that flunk, had 
charged the Indiaas, killed a number, 
and put the rest to a precipitate flight. 
A favoruble opportunity was here of- 
fered to pursue the enemy with dra- 
goons, bnt being engeged at that time 
on th*.other fank, L did not observe it 
until it was too late. ; 

I have thus, sir, given you the parti- 
culars of an action which was certainly 
maintained with the greatest obstinacy 
aad perseverance by bath parties. The 
Indian munifes:ed a ferocity uncommon 
even with them—to their savage fury 
our troops opposed that cool and delibe- 
rate valor which is characteristic of the 
christian soldier, 

The most pleasing part of my duty, 
(that of naming to you the corps and 
individuals who particularly distin- 
guished themselves) is yet to be per- 
formed. Fhere is, however, consider- 
able difficulty in it—where merit was 
so common, it is almost impossible to 
discriminate. 

The whole of the infantry formed a 
small brigade under the immediate cr- 
ders of Colonel Boyd. The Colonel 
throughout the action manifested equal 
‘zeal and bravery in carrying into exe- 
cution my orders, in keeping the men 
to to their posts, and exhorting them to 
fight wit valor. Hia brigade-major, 
Clark, and his aid-de-camp George 
Croghan, Esq, were also very service- 
ably employed: Col. Joseph Bartko- 
lomew, a very valuable officer, com- 
manded under Col. Boyd the militia 
infantry ; he was wounded early in the 
action, and his services lost to the.— 
Major G. R. C. Floyd, the senior of 
the 4th U. States’ regiment, command- 
ed immediately the battalion of that re- 
giment, which was in the front line ;— 
his conduct during the action was en- 
tirely to my satisfaction, Lieut, Col.

The committee to whom was referred 
the message of the President of the 
United States transmitting two let- 
ters from Governor Harrison of the 
Indiana territory, reporting the par- 
tlculars and the issue of the expedi- 
tion under his command against the 
Hostile {ndidns on the Wabash, and 
to whom also was referred the me- 
morial of the General Assembly of 
the Indiana territory, and the me- 
morial of the officers and soldiers of 
the militia of Knox county, in the In- 
diana territory, who served in the 
late campaign under the command of 
Governor Harrison, 


REPORT. 


That they have had the several mat- 
ters to them referred under their con- 
sideration, and have given to them that 
attention which their importance seems 
to merit. 

It appears to the committee, that 
the troops under the command of go- 
vernor Harrison may very properly be 
termed raw troops : very few of the 
officers,and almost none of the men,had 
ever been im actual service ; and a con- 
siderable portion of them had been only 
a few weeks withdrawn from the pur- 
suits of civil life. ‘The attack mad: on 
this quickly assembled army by the hos- 
tile Indians on the Wabash,when view- 
ed either as it relates to the nature of 
the enemy,the time,or the violence with 
which the attack was made, cannot but 
be considered of such a character as 
would have severely tested the collect- 
ed firmness of the mostable and experi- 
enced troops. This attack,violent and 
unexpected as it seems to have been, 
wns repelled by the troops under the 
command of Governor Harrison,witha

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on the government of the United States 
it is worthy of remark, that the nature 
of the country, as well as of the enemy 
to be encountered, subjected the army 
to many extreme hardships, and equal 
dangers,where every thing was hazard- 
ed and but little could be gained except 
the regard of their country. 

The volunteers and mititia (to whose 
claims the memorials referred to the 
committee particularly relate) were in 
actualservice but a short time,for which 
alone they are entitled to pay by law; 
the compensation, therefore, to which 
they are entitled, is not at all commen- 
surate to the services rendered & the 
dangers incurred, Besides,many of the 
officers and men who fell or- were woun- 
ded, in the batile of the 71h November 
1811, were purchasers of the public 
lands, for which they were indebted 
to the United States, which debt falls 
due in a short time, and the penalty of 
forfeiture will be incurred if the debt is 
not paid, It would be unjust to inflict 
a penalty so severe on che disconsolate 
widows and orphans of those officers & 
soldiers of the volunteers, & militia who! 
in common with their brother officers & 
soldiers of he regular troops, fell in their 
country’s cause, ina manner so distin- 
guithed, that nothing was wanting but 
a grcat occasion, interesting to the feel- 
iags of the American people, to have 
crowned their names with unfading 
laurels. > 

As an evidence, therefore, of the ree 
gard due to the bravery and ability dis- 
played by the troops und. the command 
of Governor Harrison, in the battle of 
tlie 7ih November, 1811, as well as to 
relicve the representatives of those who 
were killed in the action, from the pe- 
cuniary losses incurred ia consequence 
thereofithe committee respectfully sube 
mit the following resolutions :

These gentlemen, he presumed, must

With respectto protection of Orleans, 
he knew it was the expectation of the late

SIR—I did not mean to have written 
to you at this moinent on the subject of 
our late correspondence, but I have had 
the mortification to perceive statements, 
circulated from highly respectable sour- 
ces, which pave a view of the pretensions 
of Great Britain relative to the United 
States, not warranted by any of the let: 


you, and which ata time when dissuss1- 
Ms are continuing so important to the 
two countries, miht, if left unvectified. 
produce an effect: highly to be lamented 
by both the American and British go- 
verhments, inasmuch as by creating un 
necessary irritation, they might throw 
obstacles in the way of restoration of a 
friendly understandiug between them. 
I find itasserted in the statement re- 
ferred to, that { have, in the name of my 
government, demanded that the United 
States government should pass a law for 
the introduction of British goods into the 
American ports, and also that the United 
States should undertake to force entrance 


to receive into her harbors British ma- 
oufacturesy 


I beg permission, sir, to declare that. 


neither of. these demands have been 
made by me, and that my meaning must 
uot have been ufderstocd, if such was 
conceived to have been its import. 1 
could not have demanded the passage of 
such a law as above stated, because my 
government docs not pretend to inter- 
fere with the internal government of s 
friendly power, nor did I mean to de- 
mand that America should force France 
io receive our manufactures, 

All I meant to suy was, that the od 
mission of French commerce while that 
of Englend has been excluded from the 
United States’ poris, was regarded by 
Great Britain as highly unfriendly in A- 
mevica, and that a continuance of suct 
policy would be retaliated upon by Great 
Britain, with similar restvictions on her 
sart, which was so far merely an offering 
of like for like. But while the Ameri 
can non importation act excludes British 
trade from the United States’ ports, i: 
must be recollected that it goes still fui 
ther and excludes also British armed 
ships from American ports, while it ad. 
mits those of the cnemtes of Great Bri 
tain.“ A neutral nation is responsible 
for the equality of its rules of conduct to- 
wards the belligerent powers” (to use 
tne words of an American secretary of 
state in the year 1796) and therefore the 
part of the law which establishes an in- 
equality was justly an object of more se 
rivus complaint on the part ef Great 
Britain, You are aware, sir, of the ad- 
vantages which his majesty’s enemics 
have derived from this state of inequali- 
ty, which enables them, though possess- 
ing na port in this hemisphere, conti- 
nually to prey on the trade of his majes- 
ty’s subjects, secure of a refuge for their 
cruizers and their prizes, 

The prohibition of entry to his majes 


-ty’s ships under these circumstances, 


might, perhaps, justify Great Briain in 
asserting, that whatever reason she may 
have for repealing or modifying her or- 
ders in council, so as to Jessen or entire- 
ly remove the pressure now unavoidably 
laid on the trade of America ns a ncu- 
tral nation, she might yct refuse to en- 
ter into any discussion on that subject 
with the United States, until either by 
the revocation of the prohibition above 
stated, or the placing ali the bellizerents 
under the same prohibition,’ America 
should cease to violate the dutics of a 
neuiral nation.

retaliation, it is wished, should operate 
on France alone, but frem the trade car- 
ried on with France by America, it una- 
voidably operates also on her; itis: a, 
measure to destroy the French trade in 
return for similar measures of France on 
which it is retaliatory, and its acting or. 
neutrals is an incidental effect of it, con- 
sequent upon the submission of neutrals 
to the original measures of the enemy 
against Great Britain. Itis, indeed, me- 
lancholy that the unnatural situation of 
Europe should produce sucha result,but 
[I cannot sce how this can be considered

laws of nations is unaffected by it. Ve 
complain that America doeg not res. 
the regulations of the Bertin and Milan 
Decrees, and object to peiritiag the 
French to trade with ber during their 
vontiousmce against the coinmerce of 
England ; but this is not exacting, as has 
been represented, that America should 
force British manufactures inio France , 
it is pursuing oniy a just course of reta- 
liation on ourenemy. If America wish- 
es to trade with France, if French com- 
merce is of importanec to her; we ex- 
pect she would exact of France to trade 
with her as she has a right to demand in 
her quality of neutral; but if she dues 
not chuse to exercise this right,all we ask 
is, that she should abstain from lerding 
her assistance to the trade of France, & 
not allow her commerce to be a medium 
of undermining the resources of Great 
Britain. 

‘I have thought it necessary thus to 
endeavor to set these two points in theif 
truce light, the repeal of the law was ask- 
ed, as being an.unfriend'y measure, par- 
tial in its operation against Great Bri- 
tain, and a prospect of retaliation was 
held out on its commercial operation if 
continued. This is no demand on the 
United States to admit British maru- 
factures ; they are at liberty to continue 
that law, only as it is of an unfriendiy 
nature, some restrictions ofa similar 
kind wes to be expected from England ; 
and with respect to the alledged demand 
for forcing Biitish goods, she property 
of neutrals, into French ports, if the Ue 
nited States are willing to acquiesce in 
the regulations of the French Decrees.

Decrees, end doubt whether the trade 
carried on by licences between France 
and America wili not be regarded, even 
here, as proof of the conriguation of them 
in their fullest extent, fer if they were 
to any extent repealed, to that extent at 
least no licences shoud be mecessary, a 
Heeace being given ta allow what but for 
chat jicence would be prohibited. 

The continued absence hitherto of a- 
by instrument by which tlre-repcal has 
been ¢Nected, is a matter also of sur 
prise, for if therc were any fair dealing 
in the transaction, no reason can be gi- 
ven hy France for not producing it ; it 
is very desirabie that it should be pro- 
duced, if such an insirument be in exist- 
ence, in order that we may know to what 
extent the Decrees have been repealod, 
if they really have been so in any respect. 
Mr. Russell; however, does not appear 
to have been in possession of it at the 
date of his letter of last July. Iris in- 
«lced become particularly interesting, 
that we should see this instrument, since 
the publication of Mr. Russell’s corres- 
pondence with his own government, by. 
which it appears that really, and in facta 
the French government,did not relenses 
any American ships taken aftor Novem 
ber 1, until they had become acquainted 
with the President’s proclamation ang 
that vessels have boen taken so late as 
December 21, in the direct voyage frone 
this country to London ; for until a copy 
of such instrument is produced, it.is ime 
possible io know whicthcr any other trade: 
is allowed by France, than that between 
her own dominions and the ports of the: 
United States,

your blockade aud prohibition are con- 
tinued, in violation, of the national and 
“neutral rights of the U States,on a pre- 
text of retaliation, which, if even ap- 
plicable, could only bz applied to the 
' former, and not to the latter interdicts : 
and itis reqnired that France shall 
change her internal regulations against 
Evglish trade, before England wiil 
change her external regulations against 
the trade of the U. Sunes. 

But yoo still insist that the French 
decrees are unrevoked, & urge in proof 
of it, a fact drawn from Mr. Russelia 
correspondence, that some American 
vessels had been taken sice the lat of 
November in -their route to England. 
` [tis a satisfactory answer to ihis re- 
mark, that it appéars by the same cor- 
respondence, that every American ves- 
‘gel. which had been taken in chat trade, 
and seizure cf which rested on ths Ber- 
lin and M:lan decrees only, were as soon 
as'that fact was uscertaioed, delivered 
up to the owners. | Might there not be 
other grounds also, which seizure 
might be made ?. Great Britain claims 
a right to seize for other causes, and 
all nations admit it in the cise of 
war. Ifby the law of nations, one na- 
tion has a right to seize neutral proper- 
ty in any case, the other belligezent hes 
the same right.’ Nor ought I to over- 
look that the practice of counterfeiting 
American papers in England, which 
is well known in the continent, has by 
impairing the faith due to American 
Gocuments, dons to the United Stat. s 
essentialinjury. Againsethis priciice 
the minister of-the U. States at London, 
as will appear by reference to his letter 
to the marquis Wellesley of the 3d of 
May, 1810, made a formal representa- 
tion, in: pursuance of instructions from 
his government, with an offer of every 
information possessed by him, which, 
might éontribute to detect and suppres» 
it. It is painful to add that thts com- 
munication was entirely disregarded. 
Thit Great Britain should complain o 
acts in France, to which by her ne- 
glect, she was insteumental, and draw 
from them proof in support ofherordere 
in council, ought certainly not to have 
been expected. 
` You remark also, that the practice of 
the French government to gran: licences 
to certain American vessels, engaged 
in the trade between the United States 
and Fratce, is an additional preof that 
the French decrees still operate in their 
fullest extent. On whee principle this 
inference is drawn from that fact it ts 
areposalbis (ot me to conceive. It was 
not the object of the Berlin and Milan 
decrees to prohibit the trdde between 
the U. States and France. They were 
meant to prohibit the trade of the U- 
nited States with Great Britatn which 
violated our neutral rights, and to pro- 
hibit the trade of G. B. with the con: 
tinent, with which the Unved States 
have nothing.to do. If the object liad 
been to prohibit the trade between the 
Unit è States and France, Great Bri- 
tain, could never have found in them 
any pretext for complaint. And if the 
idea o@retaliation, could in any respect 
have been applicable,it would have been 
by prohibiting our trade with herself. 
'To prohibit it with France would not 
have been a retaliation ; buta co-opt- 
ration. If licencing by France th: 
trade in certain instances, is under re- 
straint. It secms impossible to extract 
from sony respect, that the Berlin and 
Milan decrees are in force, so far as 
they prohibit the trade between the U, 
States and England. I might here re- 
peat.that the French practice of’ grant. 
ing licences to trade between the U. 
States and France, may have been in- 
tended To part, at least as a security a- 
gainst the simulated papers ; the forg- 
ing of which was not suppressed in 
England. Itis not to be inferred from 
these remarks, that a trade by license 
is one with which the U. Status are 
satisfied. They have the strangest ab- 
jections to it; but tł ese are founded on 
niher principles than those suggested in 
your note. waa 

It isa cause of great surprise to the 
president, that your goveriment has 
pot seen the correspondence of Mr.

you by your goverdinent, suficient 
proof of the repeal of the Berlin and

The demand which younow make 
of a view of the order given by the 
French gevernmeut to its cruizera, in 
consequence of the repeal of the 
Urench decrees, isa new proof of its 
indisposition to repeal the orders in 
council, The declaratien of the French 
roverament was, a3 has been hereto- 
fore observed, a solema and obligatory 
act, and as such, entitled to' the notice 
and respectof other governments. It 
was incumbent on G. Britain, there- 
fore, in fulfillment of her engagement, 
to have provid’ d that her orders in 
council should not have effect, after the 
time fised for the cessation of the 
French decrees. A pretension io G. 
Britain to keep her orders in force till 
she received satisfaction of the prac- 
tical compliance of France, is utterly 
incompatible -with her pledge. A 
doubt, founded on any single act, how- 
ever unauthorised, committed by a 
Freiach privateer, might in that prin- 
ciple become a motive fer delay and 
refusai. : 

A suspicion that suc acts would be 
committed, might have the same ef- 
fret; and in like. manner her compli- 
ance might be withheld as long as the 
war continued. But let me here re- 
mark, that if there was room for a 
question whether the French repeal 
did, or did not take effect, at the date 
anneuaced by France, and required be 
the United States, cannot be alleged 
that the decrees have not ceased to o- 
perate since the 2d February: last, as 
heretofore observed. And as the ac- 
tual. cessation of the decrees to violate 
our-neutral rights, was the only esscr- 
tial fact in tue case and has long been 
known to your government, the or- 
ders in council, from the date of that 
knowledge, ought to have cased, ac- 
cording io its own principles & picdges, 

But the quest:on whether and when 
the repeal of the Berlin and Miian de- 
crees took effect in relation to the new- 
tral commerce of the United States, is 
supyre-d-d by the novel and extraor- 
dinarv claim of Great Britain toa trade 
in British articles with her enemy 3 for 
suppesing the repeal to have taken 
place, in the fullest extent claimed by 
the United States, it could, according 
to that claim, have no effect in remov- 
ing the orders in council. 

On a full view of the conduct of the 
British government in these transac 
tions, It is impossible to gee it in’ any 
ihing shore of a spirit of determined 
hostility ta the rigs ang interests of 
the United States. It issued the or- 
dera in council on a principle of reta- 
liatiom on France, at a time when it 
admitted the French decrees to be ïn- 
effectual ; it has sustained those orders 
in full force since, notwithstanding the 
pretext for them has been removed and 
latterly it has added anew condition af 
the repeal, to be performed by France, 
to which the United States, in their 
neutral character have no claim, and 
could not demand without departing 
from their neutrality,a condition which, 
in respect to the commerce Of other 
nations with Great Britain, is repug- 
aant tu her own policy, end prohibited 
by her own laws, and whith can never 
be enforced on any nation without sub- 
version ofits sovereignty sad inde- 
pendence.

The pelt of a sheep, 
but afew years ago was not worth mor 
than from 6 to9cents. ‘hey have since 
fetched forty and even fifty—and wher 
finished for making the neutest shoes & 
slippers, is valued at two dollars and a 
quarter; a price as ereat as the entire 
animal, meat, wool and all, uscd furmer- 
ly to bring, ‘. 

The firs: Engtish Morocco was bro’ 
into Americain the year 1793, by Mr. 
Ebenezer Breed. It was then dificul: 
to persucde the cordweziners of N. Yort 
aud Philadelphia to work it ap into phoes. 
At that time, florentine, satiinets and 
silks wore chiefy in vogue for Irdic: 
wea}, But, at length, Morocco took ¢ 
run, & becaine so fashionable, that cou.
